17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior und/or exterior) 


The Edgar G. Morgan House has a three-bay facade with a left entry 
protected by a one-story shallow-roofed porch. The porch has turned 
posts and pilasters, small curved post brackets with drops at top 
and bottom, and a stickwork frieze. The geometric rail is a modern 
replacement. Windows have plain board surrounds andae fitted with 
2-over-2 sash. The front gable peak has fishscale shingles, a 
single attic light, and chamfered bracing. The right elevation has 
a shed-roofed rectilinear bay window. To the rear is an added-on 
garage. 


DESCRIPTION (Continued! 


Architecturally, the Edgar G. Morgan House is significant as a well- 
preserved example of the Victorian Vernacular style, which is dis- 
tinguished by its extensive use of decorative woodwork. Among the 
Victorian Vernacular features seen here are the turned porch posts 
and pilasters, the stickwork frieze, and the decorative shingles and 
chamfered bracing of the gable peak. Nineteenth-century advances 

in woodworking technology made the ornamental woodwork of the 

style affordable to the middle class. 


SIGNIFICANCE 


Edgar G. Morgan was a machinist, probably at the nearby Berlin Iron 
Bridge Company. He bought the house lot in 1891, and presumably 
built the house immediately thereafter.
